Berlin, Juno C.—The Equitable Life 


Assurance Society of New York has 
given notice to the government that 


• It will stop taking fresh business In 
Germany Juno 30. This step was duo 
to- the fact that tinder the now Im- 
perial Insurance law companies must 
conform to its provisions or rotlrc. 
The Equitable, with other American 
companies, was excluded from doing 
business in Prussia in 1895, and has 
been operating the concessions 
of 
some of the German states, notably 
the Hanseatls territories. 
The Im- 


perial law embraces all the states. 
Several British and two Scandinav- 
ian companies will also 
withdraw 


from Germany June 30. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


REACHES_ WASHINGTON 


Ends One of the Most Remarkable 


Trips on Record With Speech 


At White House. 


Washington, 
Juno 
0.—President 


Roosevelt's memorable trip of more 
than two months throughout tho west 
was ended Friday night nt 7:30 o'clock 
by his arrival In Washington. A hearty 
reception on the part of tho people of 
the capital 
awaited 
him. 
Crowds 


lined tho sidewalks as he was driven 
to the White House, escorted by tho 
battalion of high-school cadets. The 
President cordially responded to tho 
greetings given him. repeatedly stand- 
Ing up In his carriage and waving his 
hat In acknowledgment of the cheer- 
Ing. 


At the entrance to tho White House 


grounds the cadets halted and the 
President and his party passed them 
In review. While the review of the 
cadets was taking placo a large crowd 
of people repaired to the rear of tho 
White House, where the President ap- 
peared and made a brief speech to the 
gathering, saying: 


"I thank you very much for coming 


here to greet me. nnd 1 have appre- 
ciated tho welcome back homo that I 
have received to-day. I have been ab- 
sent more than two months and I have 
traveled many miles. During that time 
ono thing has struck me. and that Is 
the substantlalness of the American 
people. One can travel from ocean to 
ocean and from Canada to tho Gulf 
and always be nt home among ono's 
fellow Americans. I thank you again, 
my friends." 


The trip Just completed has been In 


some respects tho most remarkable 
a 
President 
ever 
undertook. Mr. 


Roosevelt and his party traveled over 
14,000 miles an railroads and several 
hundred miles In stage coaches nnd 
carriages but not an accident marred 
their Journey. 


During the sixty-live days that the 


President spent on tho rond he made 
265 speeches and had It not been for 
Secretary Loch's firmness he would 
hare .made nearly double that num 
her. 
From the day the President left 


Washington requests began to pour In 
for changes in his program nnd for 
Additional addresses, but 
Secretary 


Loeb In most every case said no.

Held for Conspiracy to Defraud the

Machen, former superintendent of free 
delivery, has been Indicted by the fed- 
eral grand jury nn nine counts for ac 
ccptlng bribes In connection with con- 
tracts for the purchase of mall box 
fasteners. 
Conviction on those nlno

Imnalty of twenty-seven yeais* impri.-i- 
eminent and a flnc of fcti.uuo. 


Thonuitt 
\V. McGregor, clerk In 


charge of miiijillH* for the rural free 
delivery service1, HIM! C. ICUworth Up- 
ton of Baltimore, onii of McCJrogor's 
assistants, 'woie 
arrostt-d 
on 
the 


charge of conspiracy, with Cliurlns K. 
Smith of Baltimore, to defraud the 
government In the purchase of the 
leather pouches furnished the rural 
carriers throughout the country. Their 
cases make seven arrests In all slncu 
the Investigation began. 
Other ar- 


rests are expected later. 


- 
Conspiracy Is Alleged. • 


The complaint 
against McGregor 


and Upton sets forth that'they agreed 
with Charles K. Smith of Baltimore to 
obtain for htm orders for many thou- 
sands of leather pouches such as aro 
used 
by rural curriers. Tho prlco 


agreed upon was 90 cents per pouch. 
The actual value was less than 50 
cents. Smith was to pay to them the 
difference between 00 and 50 cents per 
pouch. 


It is stated at the department that 


the actual number of pouches 
pur- 


chased exceeded 20.000, for which the 
government paid !)0 cents each, or. 
$18.000 In all. Smith received and re- 
tained of this amount $10.000. The 
remaining $8.nuo wit a paid to McGreg- 
or and Upton. The government could 
have bought thu entire number of 
pouches from the manufacturers for 
$8,000. 
' 


Is Machen's Appointee. 


McGregor has been In the postal ser- 


vice since 1801. He came hero from 
Nebraska as a messenger and subse- 
quently was promoted to a clerkship, 
nnd finally was appointed by Mr. Ma- 
chnn In charge of the supply work of 
the rural free delivery service. 


Upton Is a Daltlmnrcan and has 


been in the postal service for thirteen 
years. Both the men arrested are mar- 
ncd. 


Assistant Postmaster General Brls- 


tow after the arrests would not say 
whether their Investigations In any 
wise Implicated Mr. Machen, who was 
general superintendent of the system 
while 
thu 
alleged transactions oc- 


curred In the present matter. 


Mr. Brlstow also declined to say 


what action was likely to be taken In 
the case of C. K. Smith, the Baltimore 
contractor who is named In connec- 
tion with the case. 
Smith has not 


been arrested. 


Indictment Against Machen. 


Tho grand Jury returned the Indict- 


ment against August W. Machen after 
ten minutes' couslderatlon'of his case. 
No witnesses were examined. The In- 
dictment accused Machen of the viola- 
tion of section 15,501 of the revised 
statutes, the penalty for violation of 
which Is a "line not more than three 
times the amount asked or accepted or 
received, mid by imprisonment not 
moro than thrco years." The amount 
which the Indictment states ho re- 
ceived 
illegally is $I8,'JS7.70. Mr. 


Machen was In court with his attor- 
neys when the grand jury reported 
and immediately gave bond In the sum 
of $20,000 for his appearance In court. 


By 
securing 
the 
indictment 
of 


Machcu before his preliminary hear- 
ing before Commissioner Taylor, tho 
government has scored a victory In 
that It has avoided the necessity of 
showing Its hand at a preliminary 
hearing. Tho proceedings before tho 
commissioner now will be abandoned. 


Machen's Statement. 


In discussing the case with his 


Wends Mr. Machen says that certain 
checks which it Is maintained were 
scat to him in payment of his profits 
In lho Groff fastener, and which have 
neei secured by the postofllce Inspec- 
tors,' were sent him by his business 
partner, George E. Loronz of Toledo, 
O., and formely postmaster of that 
city. 


Machen claims that his partnership 


with Ixirenfc was a legitimate one and 
that tho chc&'ts transmitted to him by 
Lorenz wero in connection with min- 
ing business wlilch the firm conducted. 


Machen further states to his friends 


that ho was not .a partner of the Groff 
Bros, concern, ami that ho did not re- 
ceive any of the i roflts from the sal* 
of tho letter box 1'astencr to tho gov- 
ernment. Ho says that no wrong 
Ing will bo provot' against him.

FERMENTS AND FLAVOR IN BUT- 


TER. 


Tho production of lactic acid catiset 


tho sourness of cream, and Is largol> 
accountable for tho desired flavor Iti 
•butter. It Is the most !mi>ortant prod- 
uct formed, and serves as a guide In 
testing tho ripeness of croam. The 
carbonic acid gas Is mostly given off. 
hut tho volatile constituents play an 
Important part. If the ripening 
be 


properly carried on. In producing a 
flno aroma, which Is not 
obtained 


when foreign ac'Js are added to sweet 
cream In tho attempt to secure the 
same flavor without ripening. For this 
reason sweet cream butter has very 
little flavor, and It Is only through the 
ripening or souring of cream that the 
flavor of butter Is obtained. The ripen- 
ing of cream may develop good or bad 
flavors, depending upon tho kinds of 
bacteria which take part In the fer- 
mentation. A particular kind of bac- 
teria, as a rule, gives rise to a fer- 
mentation characteristic of that spe- 
cies and consequently tho fermenta- 
tions that give use to a had flavor are 
always duo to »>Jmc undesirable, germs 
that have gained access to the milk. 
Tho source of these last named germs 
In the milk Is filth, due to careless and 
dirty milking or to tho use of unclean 
utcnalls, or sometimes to the lisa of 
milk from a diseased cow. FIJthlnoss 
Is the great source of trouble In the 
art of buttcrmaklng, so much stress 
must bo laid on cleanliness In every 
phase of milk and butter production.— 
Oscar Erf.

course, will cause the most favorable 
conditions for thorough separation. 
Every buttcrmaker should see that 
his separator runs smoothly and with 
regular speed, and that as near as pos- 
sible to the speed Intended for that 
particular machine, which Is usually 
stamped on tho bowl. It Is not wise 
to run any separator much faster, ow- 
ing to tho danger of injuring the hear- 
ings or bursting the bowl. As soon 
as separation Is complete the separa- 
tor should bo thoroughly washed, get- 
ting every particle out of tho crovlces, 
and then have It thoroughly blown out 
with live steam, so that all parts com- 
ing in contact with milk or cream 
will bo perfectly sterile. 
Tho heat 


absorbed by tho bowl will then causa 
all dampness to vaporize, thus leaving 
all parts dry nnd freo from danger 
of rusting.—J. W. Nowman, before 
Ontario Dairymen's Convention. 


GOVERNMENT 
DEMANDS 
PAU- 


TEURIZATION. 


The movement for tho pasteurization 


of all milk and cream from which but- 
ter Is matlo, has received a now Inv 
pulso in tho demand by the govern- 
ment for such butter for uso In the 
navy. A Kansas creamery company 
controlling many creameries and skim 
mlng stations has been awarded 
a 


contract to manufacture several hun- 
dred thousand pounds, but It Is speci- 
fied that this butter must bo from 
pasteurized milk or cream. This should 
hnvo considerable Influence In reduc- 
ing tho amount 
of sickness In the 


navy. Disease germs llvo In butter as 
well as In milk, and It Is Impossible to 
estimate how many epidemics may 
havo occurred with infected butter as 
a source. But there Is another reason 
for requiring pasteurization, and that 
is that tho percentage of spoiled but- 
ter may bs reduced, and that the 
keeping quality of tho good butter may 
bo Increased. This must bo a large 
matter in a year's butter supply of the 
navy. 
Some of tho largo creamery 


companies that do not pasteurize, ex- 
press their discontent at the require- 
ment by the government and hint that
